Change claim 7 to read : 

7 (new) In a flue gas conversion apparatus comprising 

(a) a laser for the purpose of creating a laser beam, said laser including a means to 
split said beam into a plurality of beams 

(b) a catalytic conversion means including at least one fluid input means and one 
fluid output means, whereby said laser beam directed at said conversion means will 
cause a substantial temperature increase within said catalytic conversion means 

(c) a chemical combining means having at least one fluid inlet and at least one fluid 
outlet, said inlet in fluid communication with said outlet of said catalytic conversion 
means whereby converted gas produced within said conversion means is chemically 
combined, thereby producing a fuel product.
